There Anthony Eden, whose 
flight about Europe called Sec- 
retary Dulles from his preoccu- 
pation with an Asian SEATO, 
has seized the initiative for 
Britain. 
Britain, 
Germany. 
But her problem is to mollify 
British Socialists who do not wish 
to rebuild a strong Germany. 
Secretary Dulles passed up 
France on his journey. It was 
the administration’s way of in- 
forming France that we are go- 
ing ahead with restoring Ger- 
many to a position of military 
strength. (If one had time to 
turn one’s eyes away from this 
critical moment of crisis one 
could see that it also is a mo- 
ment at great irony. The Amer- 
ican taxpayers, having gone 
deeply into debt to crush Ger- 
many, now will increase the 
deficit to build her up as a pos- 
sible ally against communism 
in Europe. And, having done so, 
we will support, if the need 
arises, a military dictatorship in 
Germany rather than allow some 
neutral government there to take 
her out of the Western orbit.) 
The greatest tragedy of all, in- 
sofar as our Republic is con- 
cerned, is that at a time of in- 
creasing international crisis and 
tensions, we are almost exclu- 
sively preoccupied with our do- 
mestic tensions and crisis of ra- 
cial segregation in the schools 
and an autumn election for con- 
trol of the Congress. The inter- 
national crisis could catapult us 
into a great, destroying war. 
Our own tensions are one expla- 
nation of the international ten- 
sions. But this fact never seems 
clear to any nation, or people, 
so involved. It is a great pity. 
But pity is, ‘tis true.

Both Britain and the United 
States want Germany rearmed 
—with reservations. 

No one knows what Secretary 
Dulles will propose at Bonn, be- 
fore he flies to London. 

In London there has been one 
of the contrived ‘‘leaks’’ of what 
Anthony Eden has proposed— 
believing his own Socialist party 
will accept. 

Anthony Eden did not pass up 
France. He wants to sell his plan 
there, too. He reportedly pro- 
poses : 

1. West Germany's military 
strength would be restricted to 
t2 divisions. This, too, was the 
EDC limit. 

2. No German troops would be 
used save ynder NATO com- 
mand. 

3. Germany would not manu- 
facture any atomic or hydrogen 
weapons. The restriction would 
employ a phrase barring ‘“‘any 
nuclear’’ type weapons. Poison 
gas would also be banned. 

Secretary Dulles has said he 
does not want to offer Germany 
a ‘‘second-class membership’’ in 
NATO. 

And the French have told Eden 
that this means, of course, that 
once the Bonn government is 
granted complete sovereignty 
she could accept the restrictions 
—or not. The French, who do not 
want a strong Germany, are in 
a key position. 

Dulles, Eden, Adenauer, Men- 
des-France — these men, and 
others, are now engaged in de- 
liberations which momentously 
will affect our future—and that 
of generations yet to be born,

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DeKalb Problem Is 
Result of ‘Progress’ 


Wheat Williams, county commissioner- 
nominée of DeKalb County, recalls that 24 
years ago his county cast about 9,000 
votes in a “big” election. In the recent 
statewide primary the vote was almost 
40,000 and not all those registered voted. 

As school began in the county named 
for the great soldier and fighter-for-free- 
dom, Johann DeKalb, County School 
Superintendent Jim Cherry, solemnly 
warned that unless funds became avail- 
able for additional teachers to man the 
overflowing schools, accreditation might 
be lost. With the present load already 
38 pupils for each teacher, and enroll- 
ment still rising, there are some 3,000 
more children in school than last year. 


Mr. Williams recalled that 24 years 
ago DeKalb County had a lot of cotton 
fields and that today they are filled with 
factories and distributing plants. DeKalb 
County offers a perfect illustration of the 
revolution in the Southern economy and 
the attendant flight from the land to in- 
dustry. 

It is not just DeKalb It is Fulton and 
Cobb; it is Richmond, Dougherty, Floyd 
and Chatham—it is most of the counties of 
Georgia. Population increases in the 
cities. Pressure grows on schools, hos- 
pitals, all municipal services, all social 
agencies. It is an illustration of the adage 
that the fleas come with the dog—and the 
bigger the dog the more the fleas. 


Factories, assembly plants, distribu- 
tion agencies cover more and more old 
fields in Georgia. Counties which a quar- 
ter century ago were rural now are in- 
dustrial and the cry is for more and 
more industry. Every town and county 
has its group determined on improve- 
ments, progress, income. 

DeKalb’s problem is, along with that 
of cheek-by-jowl Fulton County, the 
more acute by virtue of the population 
figures. Together they constitute the 
major population center in the state. At- 
lanta extends into DeKalb. 

It demands more and more coopera- 
tion between the counties—it calls for 
more and more recognition from the 
Legislature that whether we like it or not, 
Georgia is, along with the rest of the na- 
tion — and the world -— becoming in- 
dustrialized and urban. And this calls for 
new approaches, revisions and more at- 
tention to the needs of the urban areas. 

And, back of the Legislature is the 
need of the people themselves to face the 
facts of our present-day life and its needs. 


Drought Relief Arrives 
As Rain and Federal Aid 


Rain and federal aid for the drought- 
stricken farmer arrived in Georgia almost 
simultaneously. 

After two months of prodding, Secre- 

tary of Agriculture Benson finally de- 
clared Georgia eligible tor drought dis- 
aster emergency relief, and rains swept 
the state from south to north. 
. The rains were too late to do the crops 
any good, but if they continue the streams 
will run clean again and the water table 
rise. 

Emergency relief has been needed by 
the farmers as anyone who has ridden 
through Georgia recently can plainly see. 

Earlier, the federal government had 
announced that production loans could be 
made in 108 counties to farmers with no 
credit left. But there comes a point in a 
farmer’s life when he needs something 
more than an invitation to go even deeper 
into debt. 

We're grateful to Secretary Benson 
for finally recognizing that Georgia’s 
drought is a deadly serious thing. We’re 
just as grateful to that recent stranger, 
the rain, and hope it keeps falling, falling, 
falling until Georgia’s dust turns into mud 
again. 


* * * 


Keep Land at Home, 
Then People Will Stay 


Soil isn’t the only thing that has 
washed away from Georgia farms because 
of past mismanagement of land. There 
has been an erosion of human resources. 

In Upson County, for example, 360 
families either have moved from the farm 
into a town within the county or else they 
have left the county. 

Paul D. Schumacher mentions the mi- 
gration in a soil conservation article in 
The Thomaston Free Press. Mr. ‘Schu- 
macher is soil conservationist for Upson 
and Lamar Counties. 

He says that 10,000 acres of Upson land 
have been converted from row crops 
to pasture in the last decade. Nearly 150 
farmers have stopped growing ‘totton. 
60 fewer farmers are tending 


i 


to the careless way our soils have been 
handled in the past. When a field erodes 
until most or all the soil is gone, then crop 
production is so reduced that a man can- 
not produce the standard of living he 
wants for his family. He leaves the farm 
to seek his livelihood elsewhere. For 
years it was the custom to move to an- 
other farm. Today owners do not want 
to rent to land miners” 

The migrants must go into town to 
make a living. 

Mr. Schumacher goes on to say that an 
aggressive soil conservation policy in the 
last 10 years has put farming in Upson on 
a sound footing. Many families may have 
left the farm, but the ones who are still 
there are doing a better job because at 
last “Upson’s land is staying at home.” 

The Upson story is that of Georgia and 
the South generally. 

Soil conservation almost came too late. 
Now that it has come, it must be pushed 
to the limit if we are to retrieve the 
losses from a past of carelessness and 
wanton waste which depleted both the 
land and the people.

McCarthy Yells ‘Foul 
When the Heat Is On 


The special Senate censure committee 
for Sen. McCarthy apparently has refused 
to be bulldozed by the Wisconsin senator. 
It might even come up with the most 
complete expose of McCarthy’s tactics 
and methods yet. 

The senator tried his familiar methods 
on the committee, but at last they appear 
shopworn. He accused the senators, a 
majority of whom are Republican, of un- 
fair tactics and the committee attorneys 
of “prosecuting” him. 

Such charges are unbecoming to Mc- 
Carthy. One of the rea! reasons for the 
censure hearing is his habit of serving as 
prosecutor, judge and jury Another rea- 
son is his insistence upon assuming re- 
sponsibility of the courts in going above 
the executive department with requests 
that government employes come to him 
with “information” of a secret nature. 

If the committee does nothing more 
than destroy the effort te establish a Mc- 
Carthy government within the ‘govern- 
ment it will have done an inestimable 
public service. The nation has had 
enough of McCarthy and McCarthyism.

The Reds Seem Ready 
For Any Eventuality 


The situation in the East could hardly 
look worse. The push may be on for For- 
mosa, Indochina, and perhaps Korea 
again. Russia is making cooing noises at 
Japan, trying to woo her away from us. 
The Philippines are nervous, and with 
good reason. 

All this is on the surface, where even 
the shortsighted may see it. Under the 
surface things are bad too. : 

Russia’s land and air strength are clear- 
ly discernible. And the U.S. Navy sees 
something else. Vice Admiral William 
Callaghan, commander ot our naval forces 
out there, has estimated there are at least 
90 Russian submarines in the area. 

‘The modern submarine is a terror. It 
has great offensive as well as defensive 
value and is hard to catch and kill. Russia 
has moved along in submarine warfare 
since the end of World War II, and ac- 
cording to the best estimates has around 
375 of the ships, all ready and willing to 
strike. 

Russian submarines in the east, easily 
in reach of shore bases, are a deadly 
threat to our supply lines in ‘the event it 
becomes necessary to start the long trans- 
Pacific shuttle of men and materiel again.

Faulty Auto Brakes 


Squeal on Themselves 


One of the most interesting bits of miscel- 
laneous information which has come to our at- 
tention recently has to do with a test which a 
well-known manufacturer of automobile brake 
lining has perfected for measuring the manner 
in which faulty auto brakes squeal on them- 
selves. 

These experts have catalogued four dis- 
tinct and separate routine brake warning noises. 
They classify them thusty: 

Pinch-out squeal—sounds like a pig . picked 
up by the tail. Occurs at every end of stop. 
No immediate danger but have it eliminated 
soon. 

Eeeek squeals—sounds like bathing beauties 
stepping into a cold ocean. High pitched and 
intermittent. Warning—poor contact. Better 
check, pronto. 

Ground glass squeal—sounds like a horse 
dining on light bulbs. Often mistaken for a 
grinding bearing. Minor adjustment will get rid 
of it, if the lining is of good quality. 

Wire brush squeal—sounds like a wire brush 
pulled over glass. Occurs halfway through a 
stop. Improperly adjusted brakes, a poor con- 
tact. Can be a highly signal. 

So check those brake squeals. For if you

Lower Dairy Prices Spur 


Housewives to Buy Butter 


In The Wall Street Journal 

WASHINGTON—The nation’s dairy farmers may not know it yet, 
but with the help of city housewives they’re supplying Secretary of 
Agriculture Ezra Taft Benson with evidence that flexible price sup- 


ports do actually work. 


The dairymen are doing this by slowing production of milk, but- 
ter and cheese since Mr. Benson slashedrprice props from 90 per cent 


of parity to 75 per cent on Aprill. 


What's more, the dairy proces- 
sors are selling less to Uncle Sam. 
And housewives are doing their bit 
by buying more butter and cheese 
now that prices are lower at the 
corner grocery stroe. 

Whether this will prove to be the 
case with ‘‘basic’’ crops won't be 
known for some time. Mr. Benson 
has just won his congressional 
fight to toss out fixed 90 per cent 
supports for corn, cotton, wheat, 
rice and peanuts, starting next 
year. However, supports won't 
*‘flex’’ downward very far, due to 
safeguards Congress ordered to 
cushion farmers against sharp 
drops. 

But however it goes with the 
“basics,’’ the behavior of dairy- 
men since April 1 tends to con- 
firm the flexible theory and belie 
the rigid high support theory. 

Figures on total milk consump- 
tion won't be out for some time. 
But judging by what's. happening 
to butter, more milk and milk 
products are finding their way into 
the home and less into Govern- 
nient storage. 

The cut in price supports of 
about nine cents a pound for butter 
was passed on to consumers. And 
housewives responded accordingly. 
During April, May and June, but- 
ter eating in homes climbed 5 
per cent over a comparable period 
before prices were cut. 

The production slowdown and the 
rise in consumption has shown up 
in Uncle Sam's dairy-buying ac- 
tivity. The rise. in . Government 
holdings still goes on, buf at a far 
slower rate than last year. 

Some of Mr: 's aides are 
frankly at this turn of 
events. To be sure, they were con- 
vinced the lowered price props 


v 


would bring dairy output and con- 
sumption into line. But they 
thought it would take a few years 
for that to happen, since adjust- 
ments in dairying, a “biological 
enterprise,” can’t be made over- 
night. 

Mr. Benson and his assistants 
are sure that in the long run re- 
duced price props will halt the ac- 
cumulation of dairy surpluses at 
the taxpayers’ expense and that 
the same will be true of other 
farm commodities when the flex- 
ible principle has had enough time 
to operate. 

Barring unforeseen emergencies 
and with supplies of most farm 
crops in abundance, the trend will 
be gradually downward for some 
time. 

The Agriculturé Secretary is not 
out to force prices down merely 
for the sake of lower prices, as 
some of his embittered opponents 
claim. Lower tabs, he reasons, 
mean increased demand which in 
turn will steady prices. Moreover, 


_as he’s often noted, farm prices 


don't depend on price supports 
alone, but on general business con- 
ditions. 

As flexibles slow the tide of 
farm surpluses, Mr. Benson fig- 
ures, they will also speed the day 
when government controls on what 
farmers can do with their land 
can be relaxed. So the farmer, he 
thinks, will be spurred into doing

pray, the Gospel of Luke tells us, and while Jesus prayed “the fash- 
ion of his countenance was altered, and his raiment was white and 


glistering” (Luke 9:29). 

Furthermore, Moses and Elijah 
are described as talking with Him. 
Then “there came a cloud, and 
overshadowed them . . . and there 
was a voice out of the cloud, say- 
ing, This is my beloved Son: hear 
him” (Luke 9:34-35). 

Such experiences are beyond the 
nature of life as we commonly live 
it. The miraculous troubles minds 
which are accustomed to believe 
only that which can be proven by 
the exercise of human minds. Was 
the Transfiguration, I used to ask, 
some kind of psychic phenomenon, 
or did the writers of the Gospels 
exaggerate?

That’s what the Soviet Union has 
been saying almost continuously 
and, in all, 14 eligible nations have 
been thus blocked. Not a single 
new member has been admitted 
to the U.N. during the past five 
years. 

Only an amendment to the char- 
ter can correct this injustice. But 
the reason nothing will come of a 
charter revision conference is that 
just as Moscow is free to veto all 
new members, it is free to veto 
any charter revision which might 
emerge. It has given plenty of 
evidence that it intends to do so. 


If the U.N. cannot find a way to 
take. into its membership the 14 
eligible, influential but Soviet- 
blackballed nations, why shouldn't 
the General Assembly—which has 
full freedom to do so—invite —

Today Beats 


Ancestors’

In this country we consume 10 
times as much sugar per person 
as our great-grandfathers did 100 
years ago. We use about three 
times as much as we need for 
energy requirements. 

Some authorities believe sugar 
intake provides a fertile bed for

acid-producing bacteria to multi- 
ply and that it also spoils our 
appetite for foods that offer bet- 
ter nutrition and more protection 
for the body. 

While the full relationship of 
diet and dental caries is not yet 
nailed down, it 
many 


is agreed by 
investigators that sugar 
does cause decay. 

An _ individual's saliva  fur- 
nishes a buffering action against 
ordinary amounts of sugars 
taken into the mouth at meal- 
times. 


ACID BUILDUP 

But if a person nibbles on 
candy, cookies and other sweets 
several times a day between 
meals, some researchers believe 
the saliva can no longer cope 
with the buildup of acid. 

The significance of a diet low 
in refined carbohydrates has 
been pointed up in University of 
Michigan studies. Dental patients 
kept on such a diet over a period 
of time show a sharp reduction 
in the number of acid-producing 
bacteria in the mouth. 


DIET IMPORTANT 


After successful conclusion of 
the treatment, the patients can 
return to a diet with moderate 
amounts of carbohydrate and 
vet be relatively free of dental 
disease. 

It is known that some people 
eat a great deal of sweets, yet 
are immune to dental disease. 
The ‘answer seems to be that 
something in the mouth of such 
individuals is lethal to the acid- 
producing bacteria. 

It is estimated about three per 
cent of American people are 
caries-immune.
